Wool Murker. 


The Boston wool market is in the 


game condition as previously noticed. 
Uncertainty as to the future makes 
buyers very cautious in their move- 
ments.

The report of Dr. Billings, Surgeon 


U. S. A., on the mortality and vital 
statistics of the United States, as re- 
turned for the tenth census (June, 1880) 
has been received by the Secretary ol 
the Interior. It says that the total 
population in 1B80 was 50,155,788, an 
increase in ten years of 11,597,512. Ot 
this increase 281,219 per annum may 
be taken as due to immigration, tb« 
total number of immigrants for the ten 
years being 2,812,191. This makes the 
mean annual increase, due to excess of 
births over deaths, 87,522. The mean 
annual birth rate for the United States 
is given as 36 per 100. 


It appears from data presented in the 


report that the United Status, as a 
whole, during the census year bad a 
comparatively low death rate and a high 
birth rate. The death rate is shown to 
be higher in the colored than in the 
white population, in foreign elements 
than in whiles of American parentage, 
and in cities than in rural districts.

that tbe clause demonetizing silver was 
surreptitiously incorporated in the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States, as 
no Mich act bad ever passed Congress, 
though big vote U recorded in the Con- 
gressional Globe in favor of the bill.
